Atlantans were introduced 
1929 edition of real winter weather 
Friday, with snow, rain and 
sending the mereury down to the 
freezing point. Also on Friday an all- 
time record for a year’s rainfall, 65.24 
inches, was broken, 39 days before the 
end of the year.

HOUSTON COUNTY 
WINS SUIT AGAINST 
SURETY COMPANY 


MACON, Ga.. Nov. 22.—(#)—Liti- 
gation brought in connection with the 
defaleation of S. P. Crowell, Houston 
county tax collector, was terminated 
here today when Judge Malcolm D. 
Jones, of the Macon circuit, signed a 
decree favoring Houston county for 
$8,300 against the Fidelity and De- 
posit Company of Maryland, surety 
for the officer. 

Crowell was tax collector of Hous 
ton county during the four-year terin 
of 1924-28, and had been re-elected 
for another four-year term when his 
accounts were discovered to be in de- 
fault more than $16,000. He resigned 
immediately. Since the civil litigation 
has been pending, the former officer 
has entered a plea of guilty to a crim- 
inal charge of embezzlement and now 
is serving from two to three years 
in the penitentiary.

NORMAN PLANNING TO COLLECT LEVY te 


Under Georgia Income Tax 


R. CC. Norman, state tax commis- 
sioner, Friday revealed plans for col- 
lecting revenues under the Boykin in- 
come tax law on an overhead cost of 
less than three-quarters of one per 
cent. 

In event the act, which is being 

contested in the courts, is held con- 
stitutional, blank forms will be mailed 
from the state tax office to taxpayers 
in the early part of 1930. 
* As far as possible collection of the 
tax will be handled from the state 
capitol. Men will be sent into the 
field to assist in collection only when 
it cannot be avoided. 

Taxpayers will be instructed to fill 
out the blank form with a statement 
of their income, calculate the amount 
they are to pay, and mail the filled 
out form together with a check to the 
office of the tax commissioner. 

The statements and the payments 
will then be audited, and the tax- 
payers advised if there has been an 
error. 

Mr. Norman st&fted that the forms 
would be patterned on those required 
by the federal government in the col- 
lection of its income tax, and that 
no trouble in filling out the blanks 
should be experienced.

It is thought, however, 
be done through co-operation of fed- 
eral authorities. 

There are about 45,000 individuals 
and concerns in Georgia which make 
a statement of their incomes to the 
federal government, Mr. Norman 
stated, and about 30,000 which ac- 
tually pay a tax. 

An appropriation of $30,000 for 
collection of the tax wads made by the 
legislature at the time the income tax 
law was adopted. This amount, he 
said, cannot be exceeded in collection 
of the tax. 

A minimum return of $4,000,000 is 
expected from the tax. On this basis, 
the tax will be collected at an over- 
head cost of three-fourths of one per 
cent or less, 

Although the federal government 
has formerly used men in various 
parts of the state to assist in the prep- 
aration of income reports, it is now 
getting away from this practice, it 
was said at Mr. Norman’s office. The 
state will follow the same practice. 

The suit to restrain enforcement of 
the Boykin income tax law is set for 
hearing in the Fulton superior court 
December 9. An effort probably will 
be made at the time of the hearing 
to hasten the case through the courts, 
in order that a final decision may be 
given the latter part of December or 
early in January.

DEFENDING THE WATERWAYS. 

The disposition of the railway 
managers of the nation to set up 
vigorous: and concerted opposition 
to the federal improvement of the 


_ waterways of the country is being 


considered by the interstate com- 
merce commission. That body very 
properly assumes that its function 
is to regulate any form of interstate 
transportation and especially those 
methods of it which belong entirely 
to the jurisdiction of the national 
government, 

The navigable streams of the 
country are, by the constitution it- 
self, put under the jurisdiction of 
the congress, and congress and the 
federal courts have uniformly held 
them immune from any interference 
by the states with their regulation 
and freedom of use. And if the 
States themselves are prohibited 

_from restricting their freedom of 
usé, certainly corporations chartered 
by the states and subject to the 
interstate commerce control of tbe 
congress should not be allowed to 
do so. +e

shall maintain. 

What mankind wants is in agree- 
ment of fact and honor that there 
must be no more wars between the 
nations; that arbitration shall be 
the universal international resort; 
and the right of any people to as- 
sociation with the civilized powers 
shall depend upon its adherence to 
the common law of peaceful inter- 
course and adjustments. 


REFORMED TEACHING TEXTS. 


Educational inspectors have been 
reviewing recently the textbooks 
used in the schools of the country 
to ascertain their values for the in- 
struction of the minds of children. 
It is an important line of investiga- 
tion and has uncovered some de- 
fects that can be easily detoured by 
competent boards of education that 
have the responsibility of setting up 
Study and reading courses in the 
schools under their management. 

In the first place is the need for 
a drastic reduction of the number 
of study texts. There is too wide- 
Spread a passion to cram and crowd 
the minds of the pupils in elemen- 
tary and secondary schools. Such 
children, not having reached the 
right and safety of choice, are sub- 
jects of teaching coercion. They 
must of necessity receive and study 
and read the books imposed upon 
them. That proper fact imposes 
upon school boards and teachers 
the reciprocal duty of wisely and 
humanely adapting the texts to the 
average capacities of the pupils. 

The teaching profession is among 
the most essential and influential 
of those that affect the direction and 
character of our national life. For 
that; reason professional educators 
and teachers should not be suffered 
to go “‘hog-wild” after every fad 
and trial-balloon fancy of experi- 
mental psychologists and  peda- 
gogs. Altogether too long now 
have the people allowed their chil- 
dren to be mentally vivisected by 
ambitious innovators upon the old- 
er systems, time-tried and product- 
proved, that developed the child 
mind consistently and progressive- 
ly. Those systems stuck to a limit- 
ed list of really educative studies 
and produced men and women with 
balanced minds who made the na- 
tion great and powerful. 

In a recent number of the Chris- 
tian Index, of this city, W. W. 
Gaines, former chairman and now 
the dean of our city board of educa- 
tion, wrote:

“In my youth, on a farm in Ken- 
tucky, I did not have access to many 
books. The books that probably in- 
fluenced me most were McGuffey’s 
Sixth Reader and the fables in the 
back of Webster's Blue Back Speller. 
I have a somewhat wider knowledge 
of books now, but I have come to 
conclude that the small list I had, 
which seems ridiculously small, was 
a first rate list after all. McGuffey’s 
Reader was the most popular reader 
in all the history of our country and 
contained many of the finest short 
classics in poetry and prose; and I 
love to refer to this day to the things 
I got out of the Blue Back Speller. 
So my boyhood books represented 
quality and not quantity.”

A graduate student, Samuel Tille, 
of the school of education of the 
College of the City of New York, 
has made a careful study of four 
representative textbooks now in 
general use. He finds them written 
in language the average pupil can- 
not understand. The failure of text- 
book writers to use words suitable 
to the powers of the young students 
and readers has had some startling 
results. Mr. Tille found one child 
who thought “senate chamber” 
meant a “bedroom,” and some who 
defined the “banks of Newfound- 
land” as “places where people put 
money.” ? 

Those are typical examples and 
emphasize the general need to re- 
duce school studies and reading 
texts to the levels of mind capacity 
of the pupils in each grade, Parents 
should be mobilized in every com-' 
munity to demand the sane and 
sound teaching of their children.

Simple 
cleanliness, such as one gets by ordi-

devastation and death followed Mon- 
day’s earthquake and tidal wave. 

At least one woman sacrificed hei 
life to save her children from a wa- 
terlogged home. . Hardy residents 
shouted that the land was sinking. 
Some fled to the hills in temporary 
insanity. 

Today various agencies attempted 
to carry relief to a 60-mile stretch 
hardest hit by the tidal wave. Shat- 
tered houses, wharves and fishing 
boats lined the coast. 

The death toll, as reported by a 
United News motorboat returning 
from Burin, was placed at 29. 

It will be days before the distress 
of the homeless can be relieved. All 
means of communication are para- 
lyzed. Homeless and without fuel, 
many villagers are even without means 
of communication by boat, hundreds 
of dories and skiffs having been swept 
away. 
Residents of Burin, a town of 
2500, said the entire peninsula was 
rocked by the earthquake at 5:30 
p. m. Monday. For two minutes the 
tremor lasted, with a rumble as of 
distant thunder. Household crockery, 
glass and pictures were broken; walls 
were cracked. 

It was at 7 p. m., while most of the 
villagers were seated at their meal, 
that the tidal wave struck Burin. The 
first warning was a roar of breaking 
seas mounting the cliffs guarding the 
city at its little inlet. Again the 
frightened villagers ran from their 
homes. In the darkness they saw a 
wall of water advancing on them like 
a moving mountain, while foam dashed 
headlands breaking over 
the adjacent shore. 

Many were paralyzed by fear and 
could not move to higher ground. Chil- 
dren became lost and were trapped in 
their homes as the -water crushed the 
small frame dwellings and carried 
them back into the sea. 

So fast did the wave sweep over 
the shore that many of those fleeing to 
safety from some villages were over- 
taken and carried out to sea. Men 
risked their lives to rescue women 
and children clinging to wreckage. 


In these 12 accidents there were 
seven people hurt, and two of them 
were policemen. Three arrests were 
made.in connection with the crashes. 

In contrast with Thursday's —- 
of 22 traffic cases made, Friday a 
only 18 cases, which is just three 
more than the number docketed on 
Wednesday. Friday the list read: 
Illegal parking, 6; reckless driving, 6;

Brown was arrested and faced with 
charges of driving while intoxicated. 
He denies driving the car, but Sikes 
asserts that he was, according to Call 
Officers R. E. Fleyd and R. L. Mos- 
ley, who made the case. 

Mrs. W. Underwood, 60, of 322 1-2 
Whitehall street, was slightly injured 
on Whitehall street near Windsor. 
She was struck by a car driven by W. 
L. Reeves, of Union City. Mrs. Un- 
derwood was examined by a Grady 
hospital ambulance physician. No 
case was made against Reeves at the 
request of Mrs. Underwood. He told 
Call Officers John Bowman and C. P. 
Whaley that he was blinded by the 
rain.

A further development in_ the 
cheapening of credit appeared in a 
4 1-2 per cent renewal rate for call 
loans, the lowest since March of last 
year.

The Yale line has outplayed the Har- 
vard line to date, but there is still power in that Harvard line when Ben 
Ticknor is around. Yale has no passer to match Barry Wood, but a de- 
pendable ball carrier is more useful than a brilliant passer, game in and 
game out. This should be one of the best of all the Harvard-Yale meet- 
ings, because the two teams are better matched and they have a better 
class of football talent meeting on the field. Yale must be given the shade 
through everything that has happened up to date, even conceding the 
possibilities of this Harvard team when and if it hits its top form. But 
the shade is nothing like as vivid as comparative scores would indicate. 


NOTRE DAME-NORTHWESTERN—At Evanston. This game 
may worry Notre Dame as much as any game the South Bend dele- 
gation has yet faced. In spite of the quality and quantity of Notre 
Dame reserves the long season is about ready to collect its toll at 
any given moment. .

CALIFORNIA-STANFORD—At Palo Alto. This is the Far Western 
football classic that for color, crowds and action, stands unsurpassed. It 
is the game that will decide California’s place in the football sun for 1929. 
California has gone unbeaten with victories over Penn, Southern Califor- 
nia.and Washington. Her main achievement was the decisive defeat of 
Southern California in the latter’s own gridiron bailiwick—one of the 
most impressive footballjobs of the year. California has four of the best 
in the game this season with Lom, Eisan, Schwartz and Norton. Lom has 
been an outstanding back—a star who can kick, pass, run, hit the line 
and tackle with any one who happens to be around. On all the dope 
Pop Warner may get Stanford clicking and the 
margin either way will be extremely close. But Stanford has shown no 
back to compare with Lom—a big, rangy, hard-running, side-stepping 
star who can handle any job that comes his way.-—

Then 
he cannot keep them. One of the pop- 
ular stories with regard to Hamilton 
is that he always has three teams, one 
playing, one going, one coming.

| Bigger and Better. 

Last year, after the defeat of New York University by the Oregon 
Aggies and the decisive defeat of the Army by Stanford University from 
the Pacific coast, there was a general notion that they bred better and 
bigger football players on the coast than they did in any other part of 
the far-flung football recruiting territory, and that they played better 
football there. It was the climate, or something. 

My notion is that there is nothing in that. In the World 

War the troops from one section of the country were quite as 

good as those from any other section. Superiority in football 

seems to be largely a matter of chance. Any frank coach will tell 
you that in some years he gets good material and in others not 

so good. There is no really wy material for football any more 

than there is any bad material for armies. 

But to get down to the matter of selecting the mythical championship 
team for this Erskine award. Football is the one game where the statistics 
do not count. There is no way in which anybody can get a mathematical 
line on the strength of a football team. 1 doubt if there would be even 
if the college football teams, like the big league baseball teams, played 
154 games a year, which would be physically impossible. 


All Not Rewarded. 


The argument in favor of the-annual selections for the mythical all- 
America team is that being picked for it is in the nature of citations for 
the players who are named. In the crowded football season there are 
many players who may have earned citations, but who remain uncited, 
as it were, just as in the war business there are many soldiers who have 
earned citations but who get nothing. 

Even if there were enough experts to go over all the teams 

it would be hard to see some of the great work of the players who 

are playing only for the team and as parts of the machine. 

When Pétt goes to California on New Year’s Day to piay at the Tour- 
nament of Roses, there might be a little excuse for theorizing on the 
mythical championship team on the basis of thé result of this game. 
But that would leave out Purdue, and anybody who leaves out Purdue 
when figuring on a theoretical football championship will hear from 
George Ade—and not in a humorous way, either.

The executive board of the latter 
erganization sent resolutions to the 
city board Tuesday, and when no no- 
tice was taken of the communication, 
resentment was voiced at the associa- 
tion’s monthly meeting Thursday. 

Although the Better Films Commit- 
tee stated through its president, Mrs. 
Wing, that it did not consider the pic- 
ture obscene, indecent, or vulgar, yet 
they thought it might cause embar- 
rassment to theatergoers, and that, 
there was a possibility of young peo- 
ple leaving the performance  out- 

At the meeting on Thursday, 

Collins branded the failure of 

the board of review to follow the sug- 

gestion as an affront to the Better 
Films Committee. 

“If the board of review -does not 
do what we want, there should be 
a new board,” he said. “The board 
is a servant of this committee, and 
should acoede to this request, as we 
make so few. This is a slap in the 
face, which reflects upon the prestige 
of the Better Films Committee.” 

This attitude was reiterated Friday 
when Dr. Collins stated that the 
Christian Council was making an is- 
sue of the picture, not because it was 
the worst thing that had ever come 
to Atlanta, but because it wag the 
duty of the board of review to carry 
out the wishes of the unofficial body. 

The injunction petition was taken 
out by Craighead & Craighead, and 
William C. Henson, attorneys for the 
Rialto. It stated that the success 
of the opponents of the picture would 
cost the Rialto no less than $10,000, 
and uncomputable damage in the way 
of defamation, and requests that the 
defepdants be enjoined from all fur- 
ther intervention. 

The injunction was presented to 
Judge Howard in the absence of 
Judge E. D. Thomas, who would or- 
dinarily have signed it because of 
his position on the motion division of 
the court.
